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Note: The applicants argue that Ruch et al. (Medical Document Anonynnization with a Sennantic Lexicon), do not teach: an anonymity 
setting processing unit changing a name of the person in the input document having a specificity which is greater than a predetermined 
threshold, wherein said specificity calculating unit extracts surrounding expression of the person's name from said input document, and 
calculates, for each surrounding expression, a degree of specificity for evaluating a degree of specificity at which the person can be 
specified with the extracted individual surrounding expressions, nor said anonymity setting processing unit sets, when there is a 
surrounding expression of a degree of specificity higher than a predetermined threshold, anonymity for such surrounding expression and 
the person's name. However, the examiner argues that Ruch et al. teach: a degree to which an expression or name can be used to 
identify a person or location (page 3, col. 1, paragraph 2) if an expression would lead to identify a specific person it is changed through 
anonymization, extracting surrounding expressions using word-sense disambiguation to determine to what degree the expression will be 
able to identify a specific person, (page 3, col. 1 paragraph 1 ), and when a surrounding expression exceeds the degree where it is able to 
identify a specific person, the surrounding expression along with the person's identity is changed through an anonymization process, 
(page 3, col. 1 paragraph 2, through col. 2, paragraph 2, and page 5, figure 2). 
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
